OR GOD #80 loved the world, as to 
give His only begotten Son; that 
whosoever believeth in’ Him may 
not nepish but may have life everlasting.”

Dear Priends: 


It is understood that when the Gospel speaks 


of God’s great love for the world, it means the world 


of men, or mankind in general, whom he has cre- 


ated to His image and likeness. 

But since “The great round world is everyway, 
bound with gold chains about the feet of God,” as 
‘Tennyson writes, we may consider how the world 
outside of anan is brought into relation to God 
through the redemption. worked by Him whose birth- 


day we celebrate this Christmas night. 


Even the most untutored minds are not with- 
out interest in, those deep questions as to the origin’ 


-and ‘purpose of the world and its relation to its 


Creator and to ourselves. 

Jt is related in the life of Father Lacombe, 
that these very questions were put to him by the 
savagie tribes among whom he labored in the West. 

One day, being tired of the noise of the camp 
ad sickened by its smoky air, he wandered off: alone 
on the banks of the Old Man river and sought soli- 


tude. Several of the-Indians followed him and ask-. . 


ed him to tell them something about the origin of 
the world and its purpose in the schemé of things. 

Little did they know that they were asking in- 
struction in the great science of cosmology; but 
their Black-robe made it simple for them. He told 
them that God made. the world and all that it con- 
tains; that they alone of all the material universe 


. possessed souls .self-conscious and immortal; and 


that through their love and worship of God all thing's 
were made to 2 healing God’s glory and their own 


everlasting good. 


_er than its source.” 


The first question in the small. catechism is;. 


“Who made the world?’ and the answer given to 


the children is in one word, “God.” The above an- 
‘ swer is the only -consistent solution’ that has ever 


been given to the problem of the world’s origiin. Here 


we have our feet set on the living rock of the enter- 
nal ‘hills, and this is the foundation on which we 
build the edifice of ifs both for time and for eter- 
nity. 


Thinking men have fone been. at, grips with . 


this basic question, but all that they have thought 
and written about it falls into one or another, of 
three systems. 


Where are those who cannot concetve of any ® 


ve 


mode of being except the material one; and such ~ 


minds produce ‘the doctrine that the world itself is 


“God. That doctrine is known by the name of pan- 
- theism. 


‘Instead of helping in the solution of the 
world’s origin and purpose, pantheism only makes 
still. greater difficulties; for it contradicts a .prin- 


ciple that we are certain of, namely, causality. We : 


note that ever cause is prior to the effect it pro- 


duces and that there must be proportion between 


cauge and. effect. We say this in common language 
by such proverbs as “The spring cannot rise high- 
The effect cannot be more per- 
fect than its cause. Jesus, speaking with His apos- 


thorns or figs off thistles; by, their fruits you shall 
know them.”, But pantheism admits only one sub- 
stance which, in the process of time, becomes more 
perfect, working up from the crude matter to the 
world of living: things and of men, ‘This is a derial 
of the prinziple of cause and effect and of the pro- 
portion that we know must exist between them, The 
French philosopher, Farges, states the trouble with 


* pantheism thus: “According to them it is no long- 


er the perfect which produces the less perfect; but, 
on the contrary, it is the imp sien which preduces 
perfection, it is the vague rmined thing 
which produces the orderly Sah, it is the possibil- 


-tles, stated it this way: “Do men gather grapes off | 


ity which ‘brings about the actual thing; it is the 


greater. which comes from the lesser.” 
The poets, too, have stated the error of panthe- 
ism in catchy verse: 


“Strange truth so painful to donceive, 
Rerulsive to the heart as well as to the brain, 
That the world, the all-in-all 
Should be God “and know it not.” 


Pantheism is a vicious system and our reason 
tells us that it must be wong. 

The second of these general systems on the 
world origin teaches that the world is eternal and 
is itself the cause of all the ‘order and being that 
exists. In spite of many famous names that sup- 
port this theory, it cannot be established that this 
changeably and limited world is an eternal being. 
It does not possess those qualities that reason pre- 
dicates of an cternal being. Its constant and’ uni- 
versal order which. works out intelligent purposes, 


. eannet be explained by the blind action of atoms 


and forces. Even Wallace modifies this system by — 


maintaining that on three océasions at least, the 
action of some power extraneous to the world must 
have come into action, namely, the production of the 


first cells of vegetable, anjmal and rational life.

The ‘conti ngent world is therefore the creat‘on 
of the eternal and necessary being, who is God. The 
world, possesses being through participation .cnly 
and therefore it must get-it from one to whom be-

God. 


he Aristotelian doctrine which traces the 
world back to its Great First Cause, God, is also 
confirmed by Revelation. The Scriptural teaching 


“on God affirms creation, How poetically the insp*r- 


ed writers affirm this truth. In the book of Gen- 
esis, the opening words of God’s message state that 
“In the beginning God created heaven and earth.” 
To Moses, His prophet, He says: “IT am who I am 

. thus shalt thou say to the children of Isracl, 
He who is, hath sent me to you.” . 


Turning from the first pages over to the last | 


of “the Sacred Book, we find asserted at the end 
like at the beginning, “I am the Alpha and Omega, 
the beginning and the end, saith the Lord God, who 
is, and who was, and who is to come, the Almighty.” 
We carve upon our altars:the. Alpha and the Omega,

Were 
these the habillements of divine majesty? ’Was the 
manger the place to expect to find the heaven-sent 
King of the Jews, the Redeemer of mankind? 


Looking! back at it now, we can sée in these cits ee 


cumstances a dispensation of infinite wisdom, for 
Christ came to draw all things to Himself. The poor 
human race in the vale of tears, in the valley of the’ 
shadow of death, which are life, could more easily 
love the Son of God coming to them in this manner. 

How many illusions, common enough to human- 
ity, were dispelled by this: manner of Christ’s com- 
ing. . The poor, the outcast, the socially unprefer- 
red, ‘the weak, the agonizing, the sorrowful, the 
heavily burdened could forevermore take heart. 
Even the wisest men of antiquity had spurned such 
people, but God, showed them a love of predilection. 


He became as one of ‘themselves. Kings He could 


have made His servants-anil their thrones His foot- 


stool, but He those the poor and the clean of heart, 

and the throne on which he first manifested Him- 

self was the manger:-in Bethlehem's cave. cee 
Was not this humble birth of Christ. a fitting 


prelude to His teaching and His mission? To Hint 


“it belonged to teach, blessed are the poor in spirit, 


and the meck, and they that mourn, for they, shall 
be divinely comforted; blessed are they that hun- 
ger and thirst after justice, and the merciful, and 
the clean of heart, for they shall see God; blessed 
are the peacemakers, and they that suffer persecu- 
tion for justice sake, for theirs is the kingdom of 
heaven. 
Christ has been loved and is loved from age te 
agig, supremely more than all the world besides, ex- 
cept perhaps by those who do not know Him. For 
those who know Him not and fourn Him ‘in’ effigy 
and repudiate Him and lock upon Him as their en- 
emy; for those who have only known a travesty of 
His teaching and His “mission, the Sacred Heart 
pleads now, as of old on the hill of Calvary, “Fath- 
er forgive them for they know not what they do.” 
Who is this invisible lover, dead upon the cross 
nineteen centuries ago, who attracts to Himself the 
youth and beauty and love of the world, who ap- 
pears to souls with an eclat and a splendor which 
they cannot resist? Is it a mere man? No, it is. 
God. That is the secret of this sublime and sorrow- 
ful mystery. God alone can gain such triumphs, 
and merit such sacrifices, And, that Jesus whose 


divinity is every day denied or “insulted, proves it 


every, day among a thousand other proofs, by the 
miracles of love and of sacrifice ‘made for His sake 
by those who Jove Him. Young and innocent hearts 
give themselves to Him ‘in recompense for the gift 


of Himself which He has made to them, and the re- . 


sponse they make is only the response of human 


‘ love to God who was crucified for us.

~~~ “Another indispensable dish-of these old-time feasts was fru- 
menty or furmenty, a concoction of ‘‘wheat, clean fresh broth, and 
sweet milk of almonds,” and served with fat venison or fresh mut- 
‘ton. Plum-porridge, the progenitor of the succulent plum-pudding 
of our day, which was always served with the first coursé of a Christ-
